It  is  obvious  that  th^  oxisting  source  is  insufficient  for  present  requiremonts  and, 
ovuii  aftor  making  diu-  allo\/ance  for  tho  present  military  doLiands,  \/ill  be  inadequate 
for  tho  future. 

The  report  of  tho  Consulting  iCnginoeXS  in  April  makos  it  quite  plain  that 
the  only  solution  of  the  difficulty,  unless  one  is  to  go  far  afield,  is  to  obtain 
supplies  from  tho  Berv/ont  ¥alloy  V/ator  Board, 

Acting  on  tho  findings  of  tho  Enginoors,  your  Surveyor  has  suggest od  a 
schomo  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  \;orthy  of  tho  full  support  of  tho  Council.  Tho  question 
of  increased  storage  can  well  bo  loft  for  tho  moment,  but  augmontation  of  supply  as 
suggested  by  the  Surveyor  should  bo  proco<>dod  v;ith  as  soon  as  possible.  Once  again 
I .iould  stress  the  necessity  for  tho  repls.cumnt  of  old  mains  and  of  dofectiv-  Sv^ra^ico 
pip^s.  Thcro  is  little  point  in  purchasing  additional  T;;atv  r if  largw  quantities  arc. 
lost  as  txi-^  Tv.. suit  of  \/ona  mains  and  bad  sorvico  pipos. 

Next  in  importanc>j  to  th..  augmentation  of  supply  is  tho  question  of 
treating  the  \;0«tv.r  for  its  plumbo-solvent  action.  It  is  many  years  sinco  I first 
roportc;d  upon  the  necessity  for  such  troo.tm  nt  and  it  would  appear  to  be  ono  of  the 
stops  necessary  in  the  post-war  reorganisation  of  tho  v/ater  scheme. 


There  is  no  general  improvemoiit  in  tho  condition  of  milk  production  and 
retail,  Th.^  ^•porsistont  demand  by  the  Govorroaont  for  incroasod  supplies  during  the 
war  has  roc-ilvod  moro  attention  that  the  much  needed  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of 
handling  milk’. 

It  ±s  perhaps  not  generally  roalisod  that  th.ro  are  producers  who  milk  away 
from  any  dairy*  f aciliti-.. s , and  it  is  even  more  commoii  to  find  many  without  any  dairy 
at  all.  The  washing  of  laiEc  utonsils  in  scull-ry  or  wash-houso  is  all  too  frequent 
and  is  objectionable  in  every  \.ay, 

xBiotiier  aspect  of  the  problem  of  the  supply  of  clean  millc  is  prosentod  by 
the  consumer/,  -par  too  me.ny  loave  containers  for  milk  on  doorstops  for  indefinite 
perioas  and ’thereby  run  all  the  risk  of  dust  borne  and  other  infection.  It  is  indeed

seldom  that  onu  such  con.tain:.rs  GUj^pll.^d  -jith  any  aioans  of  cover.  It  is 

really  surprising  that  so  mejay  of  thv.  population  ar^  rr^illy  indiffor-nt  to  th^ 
impurity  of  tho  millc  th^y  usv..

Tho  short agv^  of  houses  is  still  as  acuto  as  ovor  and  naturally 
ov^-rcrowding  is  on  tho  incroaso,.  The  condition  of  some  condemnod  houses  v/hich  are 
still  occupiod,  is  no-\;  deplorablo.

Once  again  tho  Control  Sla.ught  or  house  a.t  Bahewoll  has  boon  used  to 
capacity,  Tho  accommoda.tion  availablv^  is  quite  inadequate  for  tho  dema.nds  made  upon  it, 
Tho  rosultant  ovorcorowding  hinders  inspociion  and  ca.usos  various  difficultios  and 
undoBirablq  features.  To  give  a few  ox;\mplos,  Thoro  is  no  screening  from  fliosj 
and  cleaning  is  difficult  as  tho  slaughterhouse  is  seldom  empty,  Tho  arrangements- 
for  tho  hanging  of  organs  arc  ha.phazard  and  fi’oquontly  moke  it  impossible  to  relate 
organs  to  a given  carcase.  There  should  bo  some  arrangement  for  numbering  of 
corcasos  and  organs. 

Removal  of  offal  should  bo  carried  out  daily  but  tho  present  system  does 
not  ollnav  for  this.  In  my  opinion  a.  soparato  covered  and  screened  shed  should  bo 
provided  for  tho  storing  cf  all  unedible  offal  - oven  if  it  has  to  ronain  only  for  a 
few  hours  before  removal. 

In  briv^  it  must  bo  admitted  that  the  present  promises  are  too  small, 
unsuitable  an>-  badly  sited. 
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.natter  requiring;;  jjnnudiatv--  attention  is  iho  lu^thod  of 
trrjiSj--ort  of  Uo.at  after  'illocation  to  thu  various  districts.  Vans  or  lorries  for 
this  _^urposo  should  bo  of  Sj^ccial  c...nst ruction  and  not  noroly  adUjjtcd  cattle 
' ;'-ns  or  ordinary  lorries.  Thuy  should  bo  rosorv-^d  for  neat  tr'ms^-,ort  and  under 
no  circuustanc^s  bo  used  for  other  j^uryosos. 

The  fig-'iia  e give','  in  this  ro^.ort  t.,g-oth.^r  v/ith  thos^  for  previous 
■ 'ooa’s  afTTord  abundant  ];roof  of  the  need  for  a continuation  of  contr?.l  slaughtering. 
Only  ay  such  neans  can  ciino  feel  nod^rately  confident  that  a.11  carcases  ajo 
inspected.  I f. ^el  confident  that  no  one  outside  "the  trade"  v/ill  v/ish  to  see  the 
rcsurroctiou  of  the  nultitudo  of  suall  private  slaughter  houses.  Prior  to  the 
,;ar  the  Govomnent  had  under  consideration  a schou^=  which  v/ould  have  entailed 
Cent  realisation  on  a very  largo  scale,  Eron  nany  p ,ints  of  view  I consider  that 
centraliss.tion  of  slaughtering  should  not  cover  too  wide  an  area.  The  consuaor 
is  the  person  leost  to  be  considered  and  it  appears  that  Censuuers’  interests 
are  best  served  when  butchers  can  buy  freely  in  an  open  ;..arket.  This  visualises 
a continusjico  ef  grading  and  also  provision  for  butchers  to  bo  freo  to  buy 
their  oT,/n  choice  of  graded  animals. 

The  question  vjjuld  soepear  to  be  firstly  oho  location  of  a now  central 
slaughterhouse,  and  secondly  Jie  authority  responsible  f:. r the  provision  and 
Lian.agemont  of  the  pnaiisos. 

To  talie  the  first  proposition.  If  the  area  t..  bo  served  is  the  san'iC, 
or  s.ua?-lar  u ; the  prexsent,  then  the  location  is  alnost  automatically  fixod  by  the 
:wj;kot  and  r'”a.d3T''.g  arrx''aigomonts  which  c^rntro  r^und  the  market. 

In  regard  to  aho  socond  question,  the  choice  appears  to  bo  between  a 
Local  ivuthority,  or  combination  of  Locar  xiuthoritios,  and  a Central  Authority  - 
in  other  words  the  C-jverrjnont  - through  one  of  the  Ministries, 

To  su<^.h  a Central  slaughterhouse  all  butchers  in  the  area  could  send 
their  ewn  choice  of  animSvls  to  be  killed,  hung  and  in^cpoctodi  The  nanagement 
v/ould  have  to  be  entirely  dissociated  fiou  all  local  intorosts.  Inspection 
Could  bv  shared;  as  at  prosonx,  bet\7oon  the  Inspectors  of  the  three  districts 
includ'  d jn  the  s die  no,
